TEWIS A. COSER: 


Dr. Lewis Coser has studied at La Sorbonne, Columbia University 
and Harvard. He has taught at the University of Chicago and the Uni- 
versity of California (Berkeley), and is now Professor of Sociology 
at Brandeis University. He was a Fulbright Senior Research Scholar at 
Oslo, Norway in 1961, and is the author of The Functions of Social 
Conflict, The American Communist Party, a Critical History (with Irving 
Howe) and Sociological Theory (with Bernard Rosenberg). His latest 


book appeared this year, Sociology Through Literature. In addition to 
these works he is the author of scholarly articles and papers. 


ROSE LAUB COSER: 


Dr. Rose Laub Coser is well known for her book Life In The Ward, 
which was published in 1962. A second book, The Family, Structure and 
Function will be published in 1964, She is a graduate of Ecole des 
Hautes Etudes N.Y. (Philosophy) and of Columbia University. She is 
Research Associate in Psychiatry at Harvard Medical School and Lecturer 
in Sociological Theory at Boston University. She has contributed learned 
articles and book reviews to journals such as Psychiatry, American 


Sociological Review and American Journal of Sociology. 


FATHER J.H. FICHTER: 


Father J.H. Fichter is the author of eleven books and has taught 
in Spain, West Germany and Chile. One of his books, General Sociology, 
is now being used by fifty-five colleges and universities. His latest 
book is Parochial School: A Sociological Study, published in 1958. This 
book won for Father Fichter the 1959 Research Award of the American 
Catholic Sociological Society. From 1953 to 1955 Father Fichter was Pro- 
fessor of Sociology at Munster University in Germany. More recently he 
spent a year as a Visiting Professor at the Catholic University of San- 
tiago, Chile.
